safe. 


The above dispatch received by the 
Post-Disp.tch at 12:31 p. m. today and 
the two dispatches from the Buford say- 
ing all buildings along the water front 
were ruined, contain the only informa- 
tion received from Galveston direct since 
communication was cut off at 9 p. m. 
Monday. The Associated Press has sent 
eotrespondents by automobile from sev- 
eral points and an authoritative account 
of the damage done is expected before 
the; day is over.

VENZELOS SAD T0 
HAVE CONSENTED 
TO FORM CABINET 


Athens Dispatch Says Former 
Premier Has Notified King 
of His Readiness, 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 18.—Ex-Premier Elu- 
therios Venizelos today notified King 
Constantine of his readiness to form a 
new Grecian Cabinet in succession to 
the Gounaris ministry, which resigned 
at the opening of the Grecian Parlia- 
ment yesterday, according to a dispatch 
to the Central News Agency from Ath- 
ens. é 

Venizelos’ voluntary retirement from 
public life in Greece following a disa- 
greement with King Constantine, his 
brief self-imposed exile and the sweep- 
ing victory of his followers in the par- 
liamentary elections of June, followed 
by his resumption of the J.iberal leader- 
ship, constitute one of the dramatic po- 
litical chapters of the war. 

Resigned in March, 

His resignation as Premier in March 
of this year, because the King did not 
approve his foreign policy, which would 
have enlisted Greece in the war on the 
side of the allies, caused a sensation 
throughout Europe. He had insisted 
from the beginning of hostilities that 
they afforded Greec an opportunity such 
as might never come again for realizing 
her territorial aspirations. When it be- 
came known that the King, a brother- 
in-law of Emperor William, would insist 
upon the maintenance of neutrality, the 
Premier insisted that he would resign 
if overruled by the crown, and made 
good his threat.

anti-neutrality propaganda and engaged 
in a controversy with Gounaris after the 
later became premier.

BERLIN, Aug. 18, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—According to the Overseas Agen- 
cy, the Zeppelin attack on the English 
coast last week resulted in considerable 
damage. 

“Travelers arfiving in Holland from 
Fingland report that the last Zeppelin 
attack on Harwich caused serious dam- 
age, the extent of which has been sup- 
pressed by the official Press Bureau,” 
the news agency says. ‘‘The explosion 
of heavy bombs and the resulting catas- 
tfophe caused great confusion.

YUAN SHI KAI AT HIS DESK. 
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AMERICAN 10 AID IN 
AKING CHINA INTO 
MONARCHY AGAIN 


Prof. Frank J. Goodnow Will 
Be Adviser to Committee 
Drafting Constitution. 


PEKIN, Aug. 18—At the request uf 
President Yuan Shi Kai, Prof. Frank J. 
Goodnow, legal adviser to the Govern- 
ment, has deferred his departure from 
China until Sept. 8, in order that he may 
advise the Constitution Drafting Com- 


mittee of 10, appointed by the President, 
which is assembling in Pekin. Their de- 
cision, it is believed here, will ' follow 
monarchial lines, aé definitely and rapid- 
ly as the nation will permit. 

In the Pekin Gazette Dr. Goodnow to- 
day explains his opinions concerning the 
government of China. He says that 
succession to executive power often, 
particularly in the South and Central 
American states, leads to civil war, 
which results in the worst possible form 
of government—military dictatorship. 
The Chinese, he says, could not afford 
'to permit civil war or a great disorder, 
which would almost certainly lead to 
foreign intervention, with the probable 
loss of political independence. 

It is understood that Dr. Goodnow in 
his documentary advice to Yuan Shi 
Kai recommends that the change from 
a republic to a monarchy should first be 
made acceptable to both the thinking 
people of China and the foreign Powers 
and that Yuan Shi Kai is following this 
advice in sanctioning the formation of 
the so-called peace society, the nominal 
cbject of which is the discusgion of the 
best form of government for China. 

The inauguration of this peace socie- 
ty is fixed for Saturday. Ths promoters 
&@nnounce in the newspaper that it has 
numerous adherents.

PETROGRAD, Aug. 18:—After ofte 
year of war it haé become -piain that 
the efforts of the Germans had as their 

object the striking of a decisive 
blow at our allies in the West. The 
blow, in View of the narrow dimensions | 
of the Western theater of war, promised 
onormous strategic advantage to the 
Germans. 

At the same time this was for them 
the one chartice of victory, for the modi- 
fidationg sin¢dé given to this original 
pian, which consisted of attempting the 
decisive blow, not against our allies, but 
awainat Russia, not only could not bring 
victory, but, moreover, could not Bring 
atrategic advantages of more than slight 
importance, because of the enormdus 
area and depth of the “Eastern theater 
of war. 

The Germans grasped this situation 
perfectly, and without hesitation execut- 
ead their strategic plan, directing all 
their efforts toward the West. But the 
serious defeats whith they suffered in 
the West, which coincided with our ad- 
vance in the East, both in Bast Prussia 
and in Galicia, compelled them to modi- 
fy their original plan considerably and 
turn the most important forces a 
the Eastern front. 


Suddenness of Attack. 

Moreover, it is evident that the Ger- 
mans, putting to good usé their interior 
lines of opération, bas<cd their plan in 
the Bast on suddenness of attack, for 
it wae urgent and nécessary for them 
to gain an immediate success of a na- 
ture to permit them to turn Once more 
afresh with all their forces to the west. 

To countereatt this pian in the pres- 
ence of supérior forces of the Gétmans, 
the strategic situation, moreovér, not 
being to cur advantage, we took the 
logical solution—not to give the Ger- 
mans the general battle which they 
wanted s0 badly 

This decision naturally carried with it 
the retreat of our armies, toward the 
interior, to positions prepared in time 
of peace. But by this plan the defense 
of Warsaw, as well as of the line of 
the Vistula, in spite of Bll the political 
and moral importance which it repre- 
sented, becamé im~ossible. 

To hold Warsaw and the line of the 
Vistula we were obliged to have con- 
siderable foroes not Only in the regions 
mentioned, but alsvu on the fronts of 
the Narew and the Wieprs. This great 
extent of our line of defense was ad- 
vantageous only for the Germans, and 
permitted them to attack us in force 
in the direction of their choice, while 
covering themselves in al! other direc- 
tions. 

Preparing for a Rebound. 

By retiring our forces ‘from Warsaw 
and the line of the Vistula, all these 
strategic disadvantages vanished § at 
once. The strategic front which fol- 
lowed the’ course -of the Narew, then 
that of the Vistula to Ivangorod and 
from this point to. Brest-Litovsk, was 
at once reduced by several hundred 
versts (a verst is about two-thirds of a 
mile). : 

The mobile forces of the Russian army 
were augmented, and by deteching our- 
selves from fixed lines cf defense we 
acquired great Mberty of action, Alto- 
gether, the strengthening of our forces 
resulting from the reduction of our 
front, the. strength of the new front 
from Brest-Livtovsk to Kovno, and now, 
finally, the organization in the near fu- 
ture of our industries for the manufac- 
ture on a large scale of munitions of 


war create entire new conditions which } 


argue a fortunate rebound for Rus- 
sian future operations. 

In the meantime the Russian army, 
whose rear guards have been fightint 
more than fcur months of sanguinary 
battles with the Austro-German armies 
inflicts a constantly Increasing loss on 
the enemy.

irresistible popular demand from the 
German people for ‘ch an annexation. 
Dr. Dernburg, recently active in the 
United States, was one of the signers 
of the protest. 

The ultimate aims and objects to be 
attained aé@ a resul of the wir, the 
gains made through it, whether terri- 
torial accessions as a basis for peace 
are advisable or inadvisable, reasdnabic 
peace conditions or dictatorial terms /f 
Germany continues suqpessful—all these 
are beginning to agitate Germany more 
and more and are developing into ques- 
tions of internal politics. and future for- 
eign policy, the discussion of which the 
heawy Hd of the censorship cannot ‘keep 
down. 

Division Over Annexation. 

Germany is becoming more and more 
divided inte two large camps and par- 
ties on the question of the fate of Bel- 
gium. A veritable storm is gathering 
around the government cver this prob- 
lem, Which is still large'y private, be- 
cause éiscussion in thé press and pub- 
lic speeches is prohibited. This sup- 
pression only. makes the interest the 
more intense. — 

Until Germany @ecides what it will 
do with Belgium, until the Germans 
can agree among themselves on that 
question, vita! to the issue of peace, 
as fully realized by many leading Ger- 
mans, it is doubtful whether any ef- 
forts in the direction of ¢i:ding the war 
will meet with much success. 

It. is to write of these currents and 
counter currents in Germany that I have 
come to Copenhagen. There has béeen 
presented to the Chancellor the follow- 


“Germany did not enter the war with 
the idea of annexation, but in order to 
preserve its éxistence, tPreatened by an 
enemy coalition againhe: its national 
unity and Its progressive development. 
Concluding peace, Germany cannot pur- 
sue anything which does not secure 
these objects. 

“We therefore consider it our duty, 
in view of certain petitions which have 
reached Your Excellency: that violate 
these objects, to oppose with all possi- 
ble energy these efforts and to say 
frankly that we shouhi consider their 
reaHzation a far-reaching political mis- 
take, a fatal weakening of the German 
empire, and not an increase of its 
etrength. , 

“Looking | at the » matter from the prac- 


tical standpoint, we must acknowledge 
the principle that the incorporation of 
annexation of politically independent na- 
tions accustomed to govern themselves 
is a vicious thing. The German Empire 
has grown and arisen from the idea of 
national unity and national congruity. It 
has assimilated foreign elements only 
very slowly and still incompletely, and 
we do not want to permit ourselves to 
be driven by the course of events, by 
persons, or by elisily concerted popular 
feeling, to relinquish or change the 
fundamental principles upon which the 
empire was created or to destroy its 
character as a national state. 

“It is a matter of course that the ter- 
ritory to be evacuated by us, according 
to our peace terms, cannot be permitted 
to become a bulwark for our adver- 
saries, and that no rival of Germany 
can be allowed to settle therein. It can- 
not be permitted to remain possible that 
the hostile feelings of the inhabitants 
may develop into hostile acts and men- 
ace the peace and security of our 
frontiers. 
“Buch dangers can be avoided and wa 
trust that it will be possible to select 
suitable and effective means and to car- 
ry them into practice. We are unable, 
however, to include among ftuch means 
any plans which, by a circuitous way, 
would lead us ultimately to annexation. 
We are firmly convinced, with the whole 
people, that this war will.end with a full 
victory for Germany. 


Prize of German Vietory. 


“After such wénderful,  heroie deeds, 
after countless sacrifices and toll, after 
so much glofy and so much sorrow 
borne silently and nobly, the German 
people can lay claim to a price of vic- 
tory which corresponds to its sufferings 
and sacrifices, so far as requital is pos- 
sible. 

“The highest prize of victory will 

always consist in the proudly earned 
certainty that Germany need not to fear 
even a world of enemies, and in the un- 
exampled demonstration of strenath 
which our nation has furnished other 
nations of the earth and coming gen- 
érations. 
“The German nation, however, can 
only conclude a peace which gives a 
sure foundation for the strategic re- 
quirements, the political and economic 
interests of the country and the unham- 
pered use of its strength and enterprise 
at home and on the free seas. We trust 
that Your Excellency, with the in- 
stances called upon by the constitution, 
wil! succeed, vithout being enticed from 
the straight path, in reaching such a 
peace in the given time and at the 
height of our military success."’

Two questions loomed large in the 
discussion as to the practicability of 
American bankers attempting to un- 
derwrite a loan to Great Britain or 
her allies, or both, of from §300,- 
000,000 to §500,000,000.

Would the Washingten adminis- 
tration regard the underwriting of a 
mammoth loan of this sort as 
against the spirit of American neu- 
trality? 

Could a loan of these huge propor- 
tions be placed in this country, if 
underwritten, on terms that Great 
Britain could afford to grantt 
International bankers retailed the 
attitude taken by Washington early 
in the war, when the subject of a 
large French loan was first broached. 
They remembered that J. P. Morgan 
then went to Washington and when 
he returned the loan was not placed 
and all negotiations looking to the 
financing of France largely in the 
United States were dropped betause 
of the attitude taken by the admin- 
istration that such financing might 
be construed as a violation of neu- 
trality, 

Since that time several loans to 
France and Great Britain have been 
placed in this market, bui for only nom- 
inal sums and were cistinctly of « 
credit character—to pay for purchases 
of supplies made in this country. Since 
then European buyers have flooded 
American manufacturers and producers 
with war orders, so that bills now com- 
ing due run into the Hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars.

Matters have reached a stage, in the 
belief of financiers, where there must 
be little further delay ff providing the 
way to pay these bills. Failure to do 
so, it is believed, will not only further 
depress foreign exchange to  ieveis 
which bankers dislike even to contem- 
plate, but may result in a condition 
where heavy curtailment of American 
shipments abroad will fullow.

Little or no applause 
greeted his remarks, although he was 
listened to with close attention. 
In the course of his’ speech, Mayor 
Woodward said: 
“Tl am going to take occasion tonight 
to tell of the events that have put Geor- 
gia on the map in a very undesirable 
light. I am going to endeavor to set 
you right. People throughout the United 
States have obtained their ideas of the 
Frank case from a poisoned and sub-¢ 
sidized press and press reports. 
“] Know the Truths.” 
“Common decency prevents me from 
telling you the revolting truths of the 
murder of Mary Phagan. I wish you all 
knew the truths as I know them. tlt 
know them, for I have been with this 
case ever since it started, and I have 
read every line of evidence that was 
introduced; everything that has trans-

DRAMATIC SCENE 
AFTER LYNCHING 
NEAR MARIETTA 


MARIETTA, Ga., Aug. 18.—The scenes 
at the place where Leo Frank was 
lynched, two miles east of here, early 
yesterday, were dramatic in the ex- 
treme, following the finding of the body. 
he crowd gathered rapidly. The peo- 
ple swarmed the road from both direc- 
tions. Automobiles came careening, 
recklessly. Horse-drawn vehicles came 
at a gallop. Pédestrians came running. 
Women came; children came—even ba- 
bies in arms. The sight of the body 
swaying in the wind, with the red gap- 
ing wound in the throat, made some of 
the women sick, and they would utter 
little shrieks and groans and turn their 
heads away. Other women walked up 
to the packed mass of men, pushed their 
way in and looked on the dead sbody 
without the quiver of an eyelash. 


One of the first arrivals was & man 
in a frenzy of passion. He was bare- 
headed, coatiess, his eyes blazing. He 
ran through the crowd up to the body, 
threw up his hands, clinched his fists 
and shook them at the body. Then his 
hands opened and his fingers twitched. 
His fists closed again and he shook 
them at the body. 

“Now we've got you,” he shouted. 
“You won’t murder any more innocent 
little girls. They won't put any mon- 
ument over you. They are not going 
to get you. They are not going to get 
a piece of you as big as a cigar.” 

The crowd yelled. 

At this juncture a short, thick-set man 
ran up, jostied his way through and 
pushed up to a place beside the man 
who was cursing the body. He climbed 
up on something so that he could see 
over the heads of the crowd.

New York World Prints Mermor- 
andum of Plan Submitted to 
German Financial Agent.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 18—The World, in 
the third of its articles condemning the 
pro-German activities of German-Amer- 
icans and German agents in this coun- 
try, based on private papers and letters 
obtained by the World, prints a mem- 
orandum relating to the financing of 
the Bridgeport Projectile Co. at Bridge- 
port, Conn. 

This memorandum ‘s of a. proposal 
submitted to Dr. Heinrich F. Albert, 
financial agent of the German Govern- 
ment, and Captain F. vor, Papen, mili- 
tary attache of the German embassy, 
by Carl Heynen, treasurer of the Bridge- 
port Projectile Company. Heynen was 
fcrmerly agent of the Hamburg-Amert- 
can Steamship Co. in the City of Mex- 
ico. 

Heynen’s proposal reiates to a pro- 
jected contract with ine Bridgeport 
company for steel shrapnel cases. It 
does not show whether ti was intended, 
in some way not explained, to get the 
ammunition to Germany, or whether the 
chief purpose was to keep the allies 
from getting it. The World does not 
state what became of Heynen’s proj- 
ect, whether Dr. Albert or. Capt. Papen 
tnok any action or not. 

Supply of Machinery “Tied Up.” 
While, ordinarily, it wovld do Germany 
little good to tie up the output of a 
single factory, Heynen professes to have 
“tied up’’ the supply of presses for the 
forging of steel shrapnel cases. These 
presses, he declares, are needed by con- 
cerns which are making shrapnel cases 


for the allies, but the Bridgeport con- 


cern, by its large orde‘a, and by de- 
stroying many presses for alleged de- 
fects, has kept other concerns from get- 
ting them, and has compelled them to 
resort ‘to inferior processes. 

Heynen states, in his’) memorandum, 
‘thet 534 hydraulic presses, suitable or 
essary for the manufacture of shells 
of caliber 2.95 inches to 4.8 inches, had 
been contractéd for, mostly with privi- 
lege of cancellation of part of the or- 
ders against payment of an indemnity. 

“There are actually being. manufac- 
tured, and there will be delivered to A. 
{the Bridgeport Co.) 132 presses, the 
price of which aggregates $417,550. There 
have been canceled until date 392 press- 
@S, ac an aggregate cost of indemnity of 
$238,445.64." } 

He says it has been impossible to bind 
the builders of the presses, in contracts, 
to manufacture them exclusively for 
the Bridgeport concern, but that never- 
theless, all the builders had been so 
sound, “‘most of them by some legally 
non-committal phrase in the contracts, 
and ons, a personal friend, by simple 
word.’’ 

Builders “Bound to Us.” 

Three important builders, he says, are 
“bound to us’ until Sept. 20, Oct. 15 and 
Dec 1 respectively, and can be further 
beund until Jan. 1 by expenditure which 
ieynen estimates at $60,730. Adding this 
item to the cost of presses and indem- 
nity payments already accounted for, 
Heyner, maxes the total expenditure 
$717,225.64, or, as he says, “very nearly 
the amount of $720,000 provided for in 
the agreement.’ 

When the Bridgeport concern hears of 
uny new manufacturer making these 
presses, Heynen says, an investigation 
is made. ‘“‘Unti! date,’’ he reports, ‘“‘no 
concern has demonstrated such ability 
to satisfaction.” 

\ purpose to tie up, or restrict great- 
ly, the supply of smokeless powder ob- 
tainable by Germany’s enemies, is 
shown in another part of Heynen’s com- 
munication, in which he speaks of the 
contract made by the Bridgeport Pro- 
jectile Co., with the Aetna -Explosives 
Co., for 6,500,000 pounds of smokeless 
powder. The fact that such a contract 
was made, and that much larger or- 
ders from the Bridgeport concern were 
in prospect, has been confirmed by C. 
5S. Sallade, sales manager of the Aetna 
company, who says the pro-German 
character of the Bridgeport concern was 
carefully concealed from him. 

Supply of Powder Bought Up. 

Of this powder contract, Heynen in his 
communication to Financial Agent Al- 
bert, says: 

“By the purchase of all the powder 
available in the United States up to Jan. 
1, 1916, all the prospective contractors 
for complete shrapnel rounds who ap- 
plied to Aetna for powder and were ad- 
vised by them that the B. P. Co. was 
the only concern that had powder to fur- 
nish (the only other manufacturers—the 
Du Pont Company—having all their out- 
put contracted for into 1916) have applied 
to the B. P. Co. for bids on’ complete 
shrapnel rounds, and such requests have 
come from representatives of all the al- 
lied nations. 

“While at first the B. P. Co. refused 
to entertain any such business, lately 
such propositions are being listened to 
and negotiations are pro forma carried 
on, if only for the purpose of causing 
delays to the inquirers. As a result of 
such negotiations, both Russian and 
English Government representatives will 
submit bona fide proposals within the 
next few days, when a ‘“‘council of war’’ 
will have to be held with B. for the 
purpose of discussing the possible ad- 
visability of accepting the orders with- 
out indemnity clause in case of non- 
fulfillment.” 

This last sentence, the World remarks, 
was perhaps not intended to be humor- 
ous, but the idea of the Bridgeport 
concern receiving English and Russian 
bids, and making contracts ‘“‘without in- 
demnity clauses,” and with no purpose 
of fulfiliment, has the aspect of a pon- 
derous joke.

He said 
Joseph H. Hoadley, promoter of the In- 
ternational Powder Co., first proposed 
the contract to him, and vouched for 
Heynen, whose German appearance had 
eroused Sallade’s suspicion. Hoadley, 
ecccrding to Sallade, said Heynen was 
in sympathy With England, and told of 
his having lived in Mexico, but did not 
mention his work as a German steam- 
ship ecent there. Hoadley also told Sal- 
lade, the latter says, that the Bridge- 
rort concern was doing business with 
the Guaranty Trust Co., and he asked 
Sallade’ whether the Guaranty Co., in 
view of its relations with J. P. Morgan 
& Co., fiscal agents for the British Gov- 
ernment, would be “handling German 
business.”’ 

Headley, when seen by a World re- 
porter, denied acquaintance with Hey- 
nen. and said he would make a full 
statement about the Bridgeport Pro- 
jectile Co., if the World would give 
him the source of its information. 
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Gompers Says Inquiry Should Be 
Made Into World’s Charges. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, issued a statement 
last night expressing the opinion that a 
diligent inquiry should be made of 
charges published by the New York 
World that German agents in the United 
States, with the approval of high officials 
of the German Government, have been 
fomenting labor troubles in plants mak- 
ing war. supplies for the allies. 

Gompers reiterated his recent assertion 
that attempts had been made to involve 
him in schemes to call strikes. He said 
that an inguiry would be fruitful of re- 
sults if directed at efforts corruptly to 
bring about strikes among longshore- 
men and seamen. The statement fol- 
lows: 

“T have read the expose in the New 
York World of Sunday and Monday and 
while I am interested in the first#nstall- 
ment, I am particularly-interested in the 
second, because it deals with the situa- 
tion to which it was necessary for me to 
refer a few weeks ago. 
were directed to what I pointed out, 
that is, in so far as the efforts to cor- 
ruptly induce labor men to call strikes 
among longshoremen and seamen, it 
would be fruitful of results. For several 
months I could scarcely avoid having 
people try to come in contact with me 
upon the scheme to call strikes which 
would affect the situation regarding the 
handling of products intended for Eu- 
ropean countries... In my opinion, a dili- 
gent inquiry should be made into this 
entire matter."’

The order of United States Circuit 
Judge Adams appointing Benjamin F. 
Bush receiver for the Missouri Pacific 
and Iron Mountain railroads probably 
will reach St. Louis tomorrow from 


Woodstock, Vt., the summer home of 
Judge Adams. The order will be entered 
upon the records of the United States 
District Court here, and Bush, upon fil- 
ing a bond for $100,000, will assume his 
duties as receiver, succeeding himself 
as president of the two railroad cor- 
porations. 

As receiver Bush will have vastly 
greater powers than as president. Sub- 
ject only to the order of the court, he 
will be in supreme control of the vast 
properties of the two railroads, and he 
will not be responsible to the directors. 
The functions of the officers of the rail- 
road and the directors are suspended 
by the appointment of a receiver. While 
Bush will remain president of the rail- 
road corporation, he will not have any 
powers or duties as president. As re- 
ceiver he will exercise all the duties of 
president, but his activities will be de- 
voted to conservation of the proper- 
ties of the two railroads for the benefit 
of the creditors. 

Four Lines Under Court Control, 

“What can Bush do as receiver of 
the two railroads that he could not do 
as president?” has been asked many 
times since by those not conversant with 
receivership procedure since the receiv- 
ership was created. With the Missouri 
Pacific and Iron Mountain Railroads in 
the hands of a receiver, the four prin- 
cipal railroads of St. Louis are now 
being operated by receivers, the other 
two being the Wabash and Frisco. Rail- 
road properties worth nearly $1,000,000,000 
are being operated under the direction 
of United States Circuit Judges Adams 
of St. Louis and Sanborn of St. Paul, 
Judge Adams having control of the 
Wabash, Missouri Pacific and Iron 
Mountain receiverships, and Judge San- 
born of the Frisco receivership. 

A Post-Dispatch reporte: saw Presi- 
dent Bush today in an effort to get from 
him a statement of his rlans when he 
became receiver, what taving could be 
expected under the receivership, the mat- 
ter of his own personal interests—his 
fees as receiver in contrast to his sal- 
ary as president—and details as to the 
conservation of the properties. 


Refuses to Discuss New Office. 
President Bush thought it inadvisable 


to discuss these questions until orders 
had been received from Judge Adams 
in the East and entered upon the court 
records here. It was expected that 
Judge Adams would mako certain orders 
for the guidance of the receiver. 

The president referred the reporter to 
Edwa J. White, wno was appointed 
by Judge Adams as counsel for Re- 
ceiver Bush. White, before the receiv- 
ership, was general counsel of the rail- 
roads. He declined to discuss the ques- 
tions presented by the Post-Dispatch re- 
perter, taking the same view as Receiver 
Bush. 

However, the Post-Dispatch, by inquir- 
fies in authoritative quariers and from 
records of other raflroad receiverships, 
presents an outline of how the receiver- 
ship will govern the Missouri Pacific and 
Iron Mountain. 

Stockholders’ Interests Preserved. 
The appointment of a receiver gives 
the Missouri Pacific and the Iron Moun- 
tain lines immediate relief from finan- 
cial obligations that threatened to re- 
sult in a foreclcsure which would have 
wiped out the interests of stockhoid- 
ers. It places the railroads in the hands 
of Judge Adams and gives them an in- 
definite breathing spell, during which 
creditors are powerless to press their 
claims for immediate settlement and 
during which the roads may raise 
funcs, at thelr own convenience, with 
which to meet their obligations. 

The Missouri Pacific, before the re- 
celvership, faced big financial obliga- 
gations. About $2,000,000 of interest on 
its bonds was falling due in September. 
The road also had failed to obtain a 
year’s extension on its $24,845,000 issue 
of 6 per cent gold notes. These notes 
were payable June 1 last, but the rail- 
road managed to get a year’s extension 
from the holders of all except $1,185,000 
of the notes. T'he company has a float- 
ing indebtedness of $5,000,000 and $3,500,- 
(@ of this is overdue and unpayable. 
The railroad was not in a position to 
meet the interests on bonds in Septem-

Therefore the bondholders could 
have foreclosed and sold the entire’ as- 
sets of the railroad to satisfy their 
claims. Such action Would have wiped 
out the interests of stockholders and the 
claims of other creditors, unless other 
litigation intervened. The receivership, 
therefore, eliminates the possibility of 
foreclosure and gives the roads all the 
time they need in which to readjust 
their finances. 
Income for Operation. 

As receiver, President Bush can use 
the income of the railroads for opera- 
tion and maintenance, without worry 
about what part of the income should 
be devoted to meeting interest obliga- 
tions. Meanwhile bondholders and 
stockholders probably will organize pro- 
tective committees to work out a plan 
of reorganization, so that they can re- 
gain control of the property when the 
maturing financial obligations are met. 
Judge Adams can authorize the is- 
suance of receivers’ certificates to pay 
interest on the bonds. or to meet the cur- 
rent expenses of the railroads. These 
receivers’ certificates will be an obli- 
gation against the railroad which will 
have to be paid by the protective com- 
mittees when they buy back the rail- 
road at a bankruptcy auction which 
will ultimately wind up the receivership. 
The failure of the Board of Directors 
of each railroad to work out success- 
fully plans for refinancing the corpora- 
tions had brought about a crisis which 
was likely to result at any time in the 
filing of many receivership suits, and 
attachment suits in state courts. The

PENALTIES FOR GUILTY

Million Dollars Given to Of- 
ficers; Expenditure of 
Thousands Not Explained;

Actually Direct. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—With the 


peblication today of the Interstate Com- 
merece Commission’s report on the 
financial affairs of the Rock Island 
Raliroad, disciesing losses in stock 
trarsactions totaling many millions of 
dollars and enormous profits to pro- 
moters of hoiding companies, the com- 
misison’s investigations, begun almost a 
year and a half ago, was brought to a 
close. 

The commission charges the Rock 
Island’s directors with misrepresenta- 
tion of assets ir their reports to stock- 
holders, a practice which it severely 
condemns, and suggests that those 
guilty of sucn ects, “should be subject 
to adequate penalties.’’ The report is 
now being consicered by Department of 
Justice officials. 

“The commission sharply criticises the 
alleged imprepe: stock transactions by 
the Rock Island officials, the record of 
which, it says, emphasizes the need of

vestigation of the Rock Island 

Railroad’s financial affairs, just 

made public, comments as follows on 
passive railroad directors: 

“This record emphasizes the need 
of railway directors who actually 
direct. There are too many passive 
directors, who acquiksce in what is 
being done without knowledge and 
without investigation. A director of 
a railroad is a quasi public official, 
who occupies a position of trust. 

“A director who submits blindly 
, to the exploitation of his company is 
a party to its undoing and he should 
be held responsible to the same ex- 
tent as if he had been a principal in- 
stead of an accessory before the 
fact. The greater his prominence the 
greater his responsibility and the 
greater his dereliction. 

“Obviously a man of large affairs 
could not attend to all the details in 
intricate transactions, but it is in- 
conceivable that a director of ordl- 
nary business prudence and sagacity 
would sanction large expenditures

without an inquiry as to the pur- 
poses of such disbursements. 

“So long as this system exists, 
however, it suggests the need of a 
law to charge such directors with in- 
dividual responsibility for the dissi- 
pation of corporate funds. 

“The Clayton anti-trust act, which 
becomes effective Oct. 15, 1916, will 
make it unlawful for any person at 
the same time to be a director in two 
or more competing corporations, 
any one of which has a capital, 
‘surplus or undivided profits aggre- 
gating more than $1,000,000, but com- 
mon carriers are expressly exempted 
from its application. It should be 
just as grave an offense for an offi- 
cial of a railway to be faithless to 
his trust for financial gain as it is 
for ar; elected official of the Govern- 
ment to betray his trust for money 
reward.

The greater 
his prominence the greater his respon- 
sibility and the greater his dereliction. 
Individual Responsibility. 
“Obviously a man of large affairs 
could not attend to all the details in 
intricate transactions but it is incon- 
celvable that a director of ordinary busi- 
ness prudence and sagacity would sanc- 
tion large expenditures without an in- 
quiry as to the purposes of such die- 
bursements. Se long as this system ‘ex- 
ists, however, it suggests the need of 
a law to charge such directors with in- 
dividual responsibility for the dissipation 
of corporate funds.

TOO MUCH IN FEES 


John L. Henry Repays Amount 
With Interest After Secret 5 "unr 
| Audit of His Books. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. : 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 18-—A secret 
audit by State Auditor John P. Gor- 
don of the beoks of former County 
Clerk John L. Henry, one of the lead- 
ing Democrats of Boone County, has 
Cisciosed that during eight years Henry 
retained fees to which he was not en- 
titled, and paid out excessive amounts 
for deputy hire, to a total of $1534.93. 

The records in the case also show 
that although the audit was completed 
and in the bends of the State Auditor 
May 10, it was withheld by Auditor Gor- 
dén from the County Court of Boone 
County until July 2. A few days before 
the latter date Henry paid into the 
county treasury the $1534.98 and interest 
amounting to $125 

Complaint is made by some Repub- 
licans that Gordon has given great pub- 
licity to audits of Republican counties, 
tut no information was given by him 
of the audit of Boone, one of the larger 
Democratic counties. He merely filed 
the audit in the County Court. Local 
newspapers gave it very little atten- 
tion.

_. THOSE GERMAN ACTIVITIES. 

Neither the Government nor the people of the 
United States is likely to get excited over infor- 
mation that the Germans are financing arms and 
ammunition’ factories or are purchasing muni- 
tions of war in this country. Great Britain and 
Russia are busily engaged in buying munitions 
and making contracts for vast supplies. These 


British and Russian money. 

Proof that Germany is getting or preparing to 
get war munitions in America would be welcomed 
in Washington. It would settle the agitation for 
an embargo on arms and ammunition and would 
finally clinch our Government’s contention that 
permitting the sale of munitions to belligerents 
is the legal right and duty of a neutral nation. 
It would relieve the President of the task of con- 
vincing German partisans of the justice of our 
course, upon which he and his associates have 
expended much intellectual labor and ability. 

The factories’ are open to the Germans and 
there is no reason why they should not utilize 
them if they can. Getting the material into Ger- 


imany is the concern of the German Government. 


Evidence that the Germans are obtaining war 
munitions here would emphasize the value of in- 
formation that they are subsidizing the cam- 
paign against the sale of arms and ammunition 
te their enemies. It would expose the propa- 
ganda as a bit of hypocrisy and would forever 
silence the Germans on this point. 

The value of information concerning German 
efforts to influence American opinion lies chiefly 
in the enlightenment of Americans. It tends to 
correct public opinion by showing that the propa- 
ganda is not neutral, but partisan. But it does 
not call for fits on the part of the people nor 
action on the part of the Government.

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BENEFITS TO ANNEXED SUBURBS. 
How outlying suburbs of a big city may be 
benefited by annexation is strikingly shown in 
the article, in TueSday’s Post-Dispatch, on Chi- 


a 


cago’s annexation history. 


The article shows that annexation did not in- 
jure any suburb taken in. The question of sa- 
loon control was settled by the passage of a State 
law, specially providing that annexed districts 
should be self-governing in that regard. 

In the matter of positive benefits, the example 
of Morgan Park, a suburb on the order of Web- 
ster Groves, is convincing. Morgan Park, after 
annexation, found its tax rate reduced from $9.68 
on the $100 valuation to $5.50. Its water rates 
fell from 17 to 7 cents per 1000 gallons. Its elec- 
tric lighting rates were cut in half. Its gas rates 
were reduced from $1.00 to 80 cents per 1000 cubic 
feet. Its street car fares were halved. It obtained 
adequate police protection and a first-class city 
fire equipment. It benefited by better food in- 
spection, the free repair and oiling of streets, 
lower telephone rates, and its real estate values 
were helped. 

In the reduction of tax rates, “especially, Chi- 
cago’s policy of annexation has aided its sub- 
urban acquirements. And that policx has been 
largely instrumental in making Chicago the sec- 
ond largest and most flourishing city in the 
country. 
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THE TRAGEDY OF A TROOP SHIP. 

To those who remember descriptions of the 
similar incident during the war between Japan 
and China, the sinking of a transport crowded 
with soldiers in the Aegean will appear the most 
ghastly of all war happenings to date in Europe. 
None of the utilities of war is as vulnerable as 
a loaded troop ship. Under no other circum- 
stances can a modern projectile be accurately 
aimed, with a prospect of doing greater execu- 
tion than against such a ship. One-sided as the 
encounter between the submarine and the Royal 
Edward was from the viewpoint of the old-time 
chivalry of war, piteous as the scenes must have 
been after the transport went down with her 
helpless- victims, the attack was a legitimate act 
of war. The ship was engaged in military serv- 
ice. The men she carried were enemies, to be 
destroyed wherever found. While the results were 
as tragic, there is no parallel between the de- 
struction of this ship and the sinking of a peace- 
ful merchant vessel like the Lusitania, belonging 
to a company whose stock is owned in many coun- 
tries and carrying passengers of all — nations 
crossing the sea on lawful errands. 

The British have enjoyed a singular immunity 
in assembling their far-gathered battle line from 
the ends of the earth. But they can no longer 
boast that they have transported hundreds of 
thousands of soldiers across thousands of leagues 
of sea without the loss of a man, a horse, a single 
piece of equipment or even the button off a 
uniform.

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THE KANSAS CITY CONFERENCE 
The extent of territory represented in the con- 


ference of 300 men at Kansas City on the Missouri 
River ‘crisis was gratifying and strengthens con- 
fidence in the ultimate repudiation of the Dea- 
kyne report.

But those fresh water 
seas would not now accommodate vessels of 21- 
foot draft if attempt had been made years ago 
t» measure the future possibilities by the Deakyne 
inch rule. Provision would not even have been 
‘made for the 15 and 16 foot loads that a few sea. 
sons showed to be inadequate. The lake harbors 
and connecting channels would have remained at 
the depths available when small schooners ang 
dumpy steam craft with 10 and 12 foot loads were 
easily carrying all existing traffic and giving a 
promise of carrying all likely to be offered for 
} years to come. 


The vessel interests of the lakes have grown so 
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nations have agents here spending huge sums of }‘ 


gineering boards and Congress. It is but fair to 
state, however, that the engineering minds in con- 
trol of the work there a generation ago or more 
were minds of vision, in advance of the develop- 
ment of the country served, not behind. A Dea- 
kyne Prophet of Small Things would have been 
but a slight obstruction before the steam roller 
of the great Northwest. 
What the rivers seem to need is an alert, con- 
fident, highly organized interest with considera- 
ble investments in river craft already and an ob- 
vious willingness to make more. : 
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THE MISSOURI PACIFIC FAILURE. 

There is profound disappointment over the 
failure of the plan to reorganize the Missouri 
Patific-Iron Mountain system without resorting 
to the courts, but the receivership may prove a 
blessing in disguise. It opens the way for,a 
trimming of Gould grabs and a thorough rehabil- 
itation of the system on a sound basis. 

The appointment of B. F. Bush as sole re 
celver is an assurance that the work of reor- 
ganization is in good hands. Mr. Bush has done 
more for the road durfng the past few years than 
any other man who has handled it. He struggled 
valiantly to lift it out of the financial slough 
in which he found it. He knows the system and 
its needs and he has the confidence of both the 
men interested in the system and of the public. 

There is plenty of profitable work for the road 
to do in the fine territory served by it and the 
territory will continue to improve. Its possi- 
bilities are inexhaustible. With the errors and 
wrongs of past managements eliminated the 
future of the system is assured. The reorganiza- 
tion of the road will be of inestimable value to 
St. Louis. 
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GERMAN WEAKNESS IN THE BALKANS. 

The one great asset of the allies in dealing with 
the Balkan nations is the Austro-German league 
with Turkey. 

The Balkan peoples are divided by conttieites 
territorial ambitions, but a wish common to all of 
them is that the Sultan may be driven from 
Europe. Hatred for the Turks outweighs the 
love which some of them, for instance the Bul- 
garians, profess for Germany and German kultur. 
If Germany wins the war, possibly some slice of 
Turkish territory might be apportioned to the 
Balkan states to promote good feeling, but it 
would be very small. But if the allies win there 
will be fair Turkish countryside to divide and 
also possessions taken from Austria, hated almost 
as much as Turkey. Each Balkan people has a 
secret hankering for Constantinople, but all would 
rather see it in Russian hands or British hands, 
or, better still, neutralized, than to have it remain 
in Turkish hands. 

The allies can promise much, with a strong 
prospect of fulfillment. The Germans can prom- 
ise -only a little, and that little is rendered of 
less value by the double doubt as to whether they 
can win and as to whether, winning, they could 
or would make good their pledges. 
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In spite of our on-the-fence neutrality some of 
the warring nations may want our barbed wire. 
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MR. DANIELS VS. THE REPUBLIC. 
Commissioner W. M. Daniels of the Interstate 


Commerce Board filed a minority opinion in which 
he sharply criticises the majority finding of the 
commissioners on the application of 41 Western 
railroads for an increase in rates. He intimates 
that the reason the full increase asked by the 
roads was not granted was “because of a wide- 
spread resentment at evils perpetrated in the past 
by dishonest or designing railroad officials or 
their allied financiers.” 

What does Mr. Daniels know about it? Hé is 
only a member of the commission. The St. Louis 
Republic has attacked the board as being perfect- 
ly impervious to public opinion, whether resentful 
or approving. Mr. Daniels says the reason the 
railroads did not get all they wanted was because 
the board is too much influenced by public judg- 
ment. The Republic says it is because the board 
is too little influenced. 

In helping the railroads out perhaps the Repub- 
lic would find that popular recall of Interstate 
Commerce Commission decisions would not be as 
‘useful as it supposes. 
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The Georgia folly should be the beginning of 
the end of all American lynching.

The fact is, of course, that while men with hair 
ir plentitude are little differentiated when their 
faces are averted, much greater distinction is un- 
consciously conceded to bald-headed men.

Some New 
Recipes 


Pineapple Preserve—Cut the tops 
off without cutting into the fruit, wash 
and boil the pineapple without paring 
until it can be easily pierced with a 
clean wooden toothpick. Remove from 
the kettle to a pan of cold water and 
pare, 

Cut in small cubes, omitting the hard 
core. Weigh the fruit, take an equal 
quantity of granulated sugar witt 
enough water to dissolve it and boil into 
a thin syrup. Pour this boiling hot over 
the pineapple and let stand over night. 
The next morning pour off the juice 
and boil into a thick syrup, add the 
fruit and boil briskly for 15 minutes, 
then can boiling hot. 


Blackberries.—When putting up 

blackberries, fill pint jars full of the 
ripe berries very carefully and put in 
six tablespoons of granulated sugar. Put 
on the glass cover and stand the jars 
in a large kettle and put in just water 
enough to come to the necks of the 
jars. Put on the stove and slowly bring 
to a boil and boil for 20 minutes. Then, 
as the berries sink a little, fill each jar 
brimming full with boiling water from 
the tea kettle; then snap on cover. 
Do them one at a time to keep them 
boiling hot until sealed. You will find 
them when you open them, all whole 
and of a delightful flavor. 
Frait Sponge—Half pound marsh- 
mallows cut fine, 4 oranges, cut fine. 
Let this stand four hours. Then add 1 
pineapple shredded, 1 pound English 
walnuts chopped fine. Serve with 
whipped cream or a soft custard. 


Crabapples—To jeach pound 0of 
fruit allow half a pound of sugar and 
a pint of water to 3 pounds suger; 
when the syrup is bailing hot drop in 
apples. They will soak very quickly; 
when done fill the jar with the fruit and 
fill it up with syrup.®

The reporters asked to make investi- 
gation for tne Post-Dispatch were 
warned to be consérvative in their esti- 
raates, so that the reports submitted can 
be accepted with reasonable certainty.

Big Gain at Newark. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—Tabs on the 
attendance at the Federal League 


parks in Brooklyn and Newark are

On Brooklyn's opening day, under 
bargain prices, the O. B. checker saw 
put 507 pass through the 1l0-cent 
gate, where the.

A 
count of 15,000 would err, if it erred 
at all, on the side of conservatism. 


Buffalo Records Fall. 
BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 18.—Dou- 


ble-jitney baseball made an instan- 
taneous hit with local baseball fans. 
It was tried out for the first time 
on Saturday when 12,000 (estimated) 
fans crowded the stands and bleach- 
ers. 

This was the largest Saturday 
crowd which ever turned out toa a 
game here and, with the exception 
of opening days, exceeded any at- 
tendance here since the league was 
organized. 

The crowd Monday numbered about 
2000, which was also about the larg- 
est which ever turned out here on 
a Monday, which is regarded as an 
off day here.
